Vets In Hospitals Not Forgottiu 
I read with interest the letter in Saturday t 
News about the lady who sent p aying cards to 
the Chillicothe Veterans Hospital. I don't m tan 
to contradict her. but the vets there are not 
forgotten. 
The VFW, Legion, DAV and other groups 
work very hard to k eep the men in all veter­ 
ans hospitals from being forgotten. 
There are many men and women at Chilli- 
cothe, for it is mainly used for mental patients, 
some of whom should be home with their fam­ 
ilies. The return of the patient to the commun­ 
ity is one of the most important phases of re­ 
habilitation work and the V.A. hospitals are 
getting men into musing homes as quick ly -s 
places are available. There are four or five 
patients from Cleveland and Pittsburgh hospi­ 
tals at the Salem Convalescent Center. I am 
sure they will be happy to see you. 
At Massillon State hospita , you will be able 
to find each month, from 180 to 250 men and 
women who served their country oversea? in 
time of war. These patients are given a treat 
and cigarettes each month on the third Tues­ 
day by Betty Halter, regional hospital chair­ 
m an, Veterans of Foreign Wars Auxiliary. Mrs. 
Halter gets the money from the Auxilaries 'n 
her district to pay for this. She also treats the 
patients who are in Molly Stark near Canton 
and holds bingo games in the evenings when 
possible, and some patients who are able are 
tak en to bad games and outings by Post mem­ 
bers 
No. it isn’t always the boy who dies that we 
should feel sorry' for Many times it is the boy 
who lives who needs your sympathy; the triple 
amputee, the paraplegic, the man who ha* 
spent 50 years in a hospital. There are patients 
who have lived in V.A. hospitals since W.W.I, 
so if you k now some one in a Veteraqs hospi­ 
tal, send him a card and slip in a “ Buck ” be­ 
fore you seal it. He will find a place to spend 


i t . 
I k now a volunteer who has given 75.000 
ho urs of her life to the men in 
a V.A. hospital, 
and I am sure the men at Breck sville have 
often seen her “wings.” Can you really be­ 
lieve these men are forgotten?
